ROMANIA: ‘ARAFAT INTERVIEWED ON PALESTINIAN ISSUES 
AU042040 Bucharest AGERPRES in English 1933 GMT 4 Nov 82 


[Text] Bucharest AGERPRES 4/11/1982--In an interview Yasir ‘Arafat, chairman 
of the executive committee of the Palestine Liberation Organization, exclus- 
ively granted to the Bucharest weekly LUMEA at the close of the recent visit 
he paid to Romania--he said about the meetings and talks he had with President 
Nicolae Ceausescu: It is beyond doubt that such periodical meetings with the 
president of Romania are positive, constructive and important. During these 
meetings, we tackled a host of questions related to the Arab and international 
sphere, particularly to the situation in the Middle East after the events in 
Lebanon and the massacres in Beirut, after the Summit Arab Conference in Fes 
and the beginning of the Arab actions of the commission made up of seven 
countries, which will officially contact the five permanent members of the 
Security Council, namely the USA, the USSR, China, France and Great Britain. 
At the same time, our meetings were an occasion for the examination of our 
bilateral relations and of the problems of common interest. The views ex- 
changed in an atmosphere of full sincerity are particularly valuable for us 
and for the Palestinian people. Together with Dr Ahmed (Sedki al-Dajani), 

I will irform the executive committee of the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion, which will hold a meeting in the next few days, a meeting of particular 
importance, about the results of our interviews. 


Asked to show what he expects of the forthcoming reunions of the leading bodies 
of the Palestinian movement, the PLO chairman stated: 


We consider that the next meeting of the executive committee will be of special 
significance because it takes place after two important events, the Summit 
Arab Conference in Fex and our talks with King Husayn in Amman on questions 
related to the confederation between the Palestinian state and Jordan. This 
meeting will likewise analyse all the aspects of our current situation, after 
we had to cope with the Israeli aggression, which is going on in the Bekaa 
Valley and in the north of Lebanon, as well as other Arab and international 
questions we are interested in. As for the Palestinian National Council, this 
forum is to meet when and where the meeting of the PLO executive committee 
will decide. The session of the Palestinian National Council will also be 
very important as it takes place in exceptional conditions, given the wide- 
scope actions taken on an Arab and international plane for the Palestinian 
revolution. The future of our revolution is one of the basic items for debate 


























by the sessic. of the Palestinian National Council. Likewise, new leaders 
of this large forum of the revolution and Palestinian people will be elected. 


In connection with the PLO programme of action in the current political situ- 
ation in the Near East, come about as a result of the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon and of the subsequent events, Chairman ‘Arafat said: 


Obviously, the Palestinian people's struggle will go on, with efforts 

focused on freeing the occupied territory, as well as with efforts in the 
political, diplomatic and propaganda fields, parallel to our military actions. 
Besides, we have to cope with the consequences of the Israeli aggression, 

with the damage caused by it, especially the destruction of the 17 Palestinian 
camps in Lebanon, besides the massacre perpetrated in the two camps of Sabra 
and Chatila. 


Yasir Arafat presents in his interview to the Bucharest weekly, the follow- 
ing considerations as to the settlement of the Palestinian issue and the 
foundation of an independent Palestinian state, as well as to the requirements 
of a just, durable and global settlement of the Middle East situation. 


First of all, international legality has to be observed, especially the 
resolutions endorsed at the UN. All parties concerned have to act for a 
global, just and durable settlement in the Middle East. It should be stressed 
that so far Israel has not observed any of the UN endorsed resolutions, in 
spite of the fact that it is the only state in the world to have been founded 
as a result of a resolution of the world organization. It should be stressed 
that a global, just and durable peace in the Middle East is not possible with- 
out the settlement of the Palestinian issue. There cannot be security in the 
region without a correct settlement of the Palestinian issue. Our people are 
entitled to equal treatment with all the other people of the world. The 
Palestinian people are entitled to have their own, independent state where 

it may live in freedom and security. We do not ask for impossible things. 

We request the recognition and application of the UN resolutions. Who is 
against international legality? I ask the whole world. 





In concluding his interview, the PLO chairman expressed gratitude to the 
Romanian people: 


We will never forget that the Romanian people have had a sincere attitude and 
a high-principled position vis-a-vis the Palestinian people's rights and its 
cause, especially in recent events. We will never forget the support given 
to us and to the Palestinian people by the Romanian president, the Romanian 
Communist Party, the Romanian Government and people, stated Yasir ‘Arafat.

[Text] Do our Arab people really understand the meaning of what some are 
asking us to; that is, to recognize the state of Israel? Are our Arab people 
really aware of the designs, intentions and schemes that are being concocted 
against us and our land? Do they realize that by evading the responsibility 
of confronting the Zionists and Americans some mean to say that the issue 
does not concern them and that the Israelis and the Americans do not pose a 
threat to them? 


Some who facilitated the implementation of the U.S. and Zionist schemes and 
stood idly by watching our Palestinian people being slaughtered later came 
out to say to the Palestinians: You must recognize the Zionists and bestow 
legitimacy on their presence in Palestine and recognize that they have the 
right to be masters of Palestine. 


Why do all these people agree on the need for us to recognize the Zionists 
and consider it as a commitment to pan-Arab responsibility? 


The recognition of the legitimacy of the Zionist presence in Palestine means 
that not all of this land is Arab land and that we, the Palestinians and the 
Arab people, were mistaken and were the aggressors. When some say that the 
Americans and the Zionists do not pose a threat to them and ask us to adopt 
the only solution that is available to us, that is capitulation to the 
Americans and the Zionists, this means that there is no unified Arab con- 
cept of the danger which threatens the Arab nation and that there is no 
unified concept of Arab responsibility. Those who say such things give the 
impression that there is no unified Arab people with a single cause. These 
are the meanings of their call to us to capitulate to the Americans and to 
recognize the Zionists. 


This also means that the Zionists and the Americans will be capable of plunder- 
ing this nation's heritage and eliminating its Arab character. 


All Arab citizens, therefore, must view the conspiracy from this angle. Any 
readiness to relinquish any part of Arab land means that there is readiness

PFLP SPOKESMAN ON CONTINUED PALESTINIAN STRUGGLE

[Text] Kuwait, 30 Oct (KUNA)--The Palestine Liberation Organization will 
continue armed, political and diplomatic struggle to win the Palestinian 
people's right to self-determination and a homeland, a ranking Palestinian 
ofticial asserted here Saturday. 


Addressing a press conference held at the PLO office here this evening, the 
official spokesman of the Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFLP) and member ot the PLO executive committee, Bassam Abu Sharif stated 
that the PLO will lay stress during the coming stage on stepping up armed 
and political struggle inside the occupied lands, results of which had 
started to become apparent. 


Sharif added that efforts will also focus on mobilizing Palestinian masses, 
particularly in Lebanon, Jordan and Syria. He said Palestinian positions 
in the Al-Biqa‘ Valley and in northern Lebanon will be re-inforced in order 
to face any possibilities of the tense situation in this area. The official 
asserted that the PLO will maintain these positions and will not yield to 
any American or foreign pressures in this respect. 





The future of Palestinian-Lebanese relations, Sharif went on to explain, de- 
pends on the dialogue between the organisation and the Lebanese Government 
and within this context the safety of Palestinians in Lebanon will be an is- 
sue beyond any compromise, especially after the massacring of thousands of 
civilians in Sabra and Shatila refugee camps. 


The Palestinian official stressed that the freedem of Palestinian political 
and information activities should be guaranteed by the Lebanese Government 
and that the entire stipulations of the Cairo agreement, organised Palestin- 
ian presence in Lebanon, should be on the agenda of any Palestinian-Lebanese 
talks. 


On PLO activities at the world level, Sharif stated that etforts will be in- 
tensified to win more support by the world public opinion for the Palestinian 
struggle and just cause. He indicated that these points were meant as reply 
to any queries or suspicions raised regarding the PLO's abandonment of armed 
struggle, its right to represent the Palestinian people and the establishment 














of an indeperdent state, affirming that the PLO will continue to tread the 
path of people's armed struggle in order to fulfill its aims. 


In reply to a question by KUNA on the U.S. rejection to receive the PLO dele- 
gate on the Arab seven-man committee which visited Washington lately, he said 
that the PLO had never entertained illusions regarding the American stance 

of outright hostility to the Palestinian people and their struggle. 


Sharif noted that the U.S. which denies self-determination for four and a 
half million people has supported an unjust war launched under the pretext 
of the right to self-determination for 1,800 people in the Falkland Isles. 


"On the contrary," he stated, "some Arab parties have such illusions and 

are still counting on a change in the American administration's stance." 
Rather, the road to a Palestinian homeland is one of persistent struggle 

to change the balance of forces in the Middle East, the Palestinian official 
indicated, vowing that the organisa':ion will exert pressure on the U.S. by 
using all Arab potentials and capabilities instead of by sending delegations. 


On a possible Palestinian-Israeli battle in the Al-Biqa' Valley and any re- 
lated Syrian-Palestinian coordination, Abu Sharif noted that the Zionist 
enemy was in no need for excuses or pretexts to unleash its attacks against 
the Arab liberation force, topped by the Palestinian revolution and to impose 
the American plans using in this the U.S. war machinery. He asserted exis- 
tance of Palestinian, Lebanese and Syrian coordination in the area to face 
any Israeli attack. 


In conclusion, the official described Palestinian-Jordanian relations as 

historic and close in view of long-time coexistence of the two peoples over 
the same territory. He explained that the PLO is struggling for Arab unity 
and establishment of the Palestinian independent state and criticized those 
parties which advocate obliteration of the Palestinian entity and identity.

"LE MONDE’ VIEWS PALESTINIAN PROBLEMS

{Text}! Damascus--A chilly wind blew over the camp under canvas. The straight 
paths separating the tents, erected in hundreds at equal distances from each 
other on a flat and dusty terrain, were virtually deserted. In the gloom of 
the dusk shapes hurried along and plunged, bodies bent, into one of these 
temporary shelters. Through the half-open tent flaps you could glimpse 

groups of people in the flickering lifht of an oil lamp--men, women and 
children huddled close together as if they were trying to bar the way to the 
wind which brought the cold and the sand. 





Sit-Zaynab, situated on the outskirts of Damascus, is the latest of the camps 
designed to receive homeless Palestinians. It houses 7,000 of the 10,000 
refugees who crossed Lebanon to force open Syria's doors. There are those 
who fled the Beirut inferno at the time when tens of thousands of sheils, 
fragmentation bombs or phosphorus bombs were being dropped on the city. 
Others fled the bulldozers which came after the bombers to "level" the camps 
in which they were crowded in southern Lebanon. In all, tens of thousands of 
people live in the ruins of their homes or have been condemned to a wandering 
existence. 


The Sit-Zaynab refugees include many families, all of whose male members-- 
aged from 14 to 60--were reported missing after the roundups carried out by 
the Israeli army. Like the young woman, surrounded by her six young children, 
who begged us, in tears to find her husband. She swore that he "was never 
involved in politics." 


If he is not interned in the Al-Ansar camp in southern Lebanon, where the 
occupiers are holding some 7,000 "suspects," is he being held in solitary 
confinement in one of the interrogation centers in Israel? Is he even alive? 
Despite its efforts the Red Cross has been unable to give her an answer. 


Others, horrified by the Sabra and Shatila massacres and convinced that, 
sooner or later, the killings and roundup operations will continue, plac cd 
themselves under the protection of the Syrian forces in the northern part of 

















Lebanon or, i... the case of the more adventurous among them, crossed the bar- 
riers |barrages| and took refuge in the outskirts of Damascus. "I had sus- 
pected that was going to happen and I was right to leave the Ar-Rashidiyah 
Camp before the Israeli army arrived," we were told by Abu' Umar, a 70-year 
old man who waved his hand, in obvious satisfaction, toward his wife and their 
17 children and grand-children whom he "saved from extermination.” It was an 
experience which made him wise, he explained, describing his first flight in 
1948 after the "massacres perpetrated by the Zionists in Palestine, including 
the Deir Yasin massacre, which is the one best known in foreign countries." 


Abu 'Umar and his family have lost everything for the second time: jobs, 
homes, furniture and the personal possessions which they had laboriously ac- 
quired in 34 years of exile in Lebanon. The 19 members of the family now 
share two tents, seven mattresses and eight blankets to protect themselves 
from a winter which promises to be bitter. Is life tolerable when you are 
deprived ot electricity, running water and lavatories and when you subsist 
from day to day on meager food rations distributed irregularly by the PLO 
social services? "No," the old man replied sadly, "but you have to sur- 
vive...."' 





Survive--a key word in the vocabulary of a people chased from one country 

to another at the mercy of armed conflicts, massacres or persecutions. The 
UN Relief and Works Agency registers 2 million refugees helped by that UN 
agency, some of whom are divided among the 61 camps in Lebanon, Syria, Jordan 
and the territories occupied by Israel. The Al--Yarmuk camp in Damascus is 
exemplary in that it is a microcosm of Palestinian society in exile. Around 
100,000 people have been installed here in successive waves, because they 
were unable to return to their native land: refugees from 1948 or 1967 who 
fled the horrors of war or the brutalities of the Israeli occupation, sur- 
vivors of the Jordan killings (1970-1971) or the Lebanon killings (1975-1976), 
also victims of many deportations by various Arab countries which, over the 
years, have wanted to rid themselves of "undesirables." Many Palestinian 
families have fled three or four times. 


A "Collective Enterprise" 


According to a very widespread opinion among the Palestinians, the invasion 
of Lebanon was inevitable. It was part of a strategy implemented since the 
early seventies whose ultimate objective was to "solve" the Palestinian 
problem "once and for all." To do that it was necessary to "liquidate" the 
PLO and its leaders and destroy the refugee camps, even if it meant decimat- 
ing their inhabitants in order to force most of the 400,000 Palestinians in 
Lebanon to withdraw into Syria or, better still, Jordan which is destined to 
become their "final homeland." 


In the years which preceded the invasion, they also explain, the combination 
of the bombings by the Israeli air force--which relentlessly attacked civilian 
areas--and the killings perpetrated by the Lebanese phalangists--to which the 
latter gave wide and unusual publicity--did not have the desired effect: 

that of sparking off a mass exodus by the Palestinians. Mr ‘Abd al-Jawad 
Salih, who was a PLO executive committee member at that time, is convinced 











that the Israeli-Phalangist Alliance was based on that joint enterprise. 
"Because we foresaw its consequences," he told us, "we made every effort 

to keep out of the Lebanese civil war. Yasir ‘Arafat tried to reach agree- 
ment with Bashir al-Jumayyil many times, even if it meant dissociating 
himself from the Lebanese left, but it was to no avail: the Phalangists, 
armed and trained by the Israelis, has clearly chosen their camp once and 
for all." 


According to Mr Nayif Hawatimah the "plot" had much more extensive inter- 

national ramifications. "The aggression against Lebanon this summer," the 
DFLP leader told us, "proved to be a collective enterprise whose partners 

included the United States and the conservative Arab states which had, in 

a way, asked the Begin-Sharon team to improve the situation in Lebanon, as 
they put it." 





According to this theory--upheld by other PLO leaders--the "partners" were 
defending separate although convergent interests. Washington wanted to bring 
the PLO, the Lebanese left and Syria into line to "consolidate its hegemony 
in the region." Jerusalem was trying to eliminate the obstacles which pre- 
vented it, on the one hand, from pursuing the "creeping colonization" of the 
occupied territories in complete tranquility and, on the other hand, from ex- 
tending the Pax Hebraica in turn to Lebanon, Jordan and, finally, to a de- 
feated and isolated Syria. 


An Explanation for the "Conniving Silence" 


Moreover the conservative Arab regimes, which still support the PLO leaders, 
had counted on a total victory by General Sharon's army, hoping to attain 
objectives similar to or the same as those of Israel and the United States: 
to destroy the "subversion center" which, in their view, Beirut had become, 
since it had a relatively free press providing platforms for oppositionists 
coming from all the countries in the region; to restore a rightwing regime 
in Lebanon which would thus once again become a hub of international finance; 
to inflict a defeat on Syria, guilty of forming an alliance with the USSR; 
to weaken the PLO enough for the latter to be placed completely in the power 
of the "moderate" Arab governments, if necessary being separated from its 
left wing; finally, ultimately, to persuade the Palestinians to abandon an 
independent state "which would necessarily be democratic and radical" and 
accept their integration into the Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan. 





That is how the PLO leaders explain the Arab governments’ "conniving silence" 


during the fighting in Lebanon; the drastic measures they took to prevent 

any demonstration of solidarity with the Palestinians; their complicity toward 
the United States which, however, made no secret of its support for the 
Israeli undertaking, aside from its pointless excesses; their refusal to hold 
a summit conference or to make any concerted approach before the Fedayeen's 
defeat and their withdrawal from Beirut. 


Although the Palestinians discuss the role played by Israel and its U.S. 
ally in the Lebanon war with apparent serenity, they show irrepressible 
hatred and unprecedented violence in condemning the "“egoism," "duplicity," and 














"treachery" of the Arab leaders. "They should all be shot," a young refugee 
stated in our presence in the Al-Wahdat camp in Amman, while another said he 
was prepared to "burn them alive with the oil on which they are growing 
rich." 


"We have never been in such a dramatic, desperate situation in the whole of 

our history," a sociologist in Amman told us. "For the first time those who 
say they are our brothers are siding with our enemies, sitting back and 

doing nothing while we are massacred and refusing to receive those of us trying 
to escape. They seem to be adopting the statement made by Bashir al-Jumayyil 
who once said, to justify the Phalangist plan, that there was one people too 
many in the Near East. However, we have the will to survive. And, to do 

that, we must establish an independent state in any part of Palestine."

[Unidentified military correspondent's interview with Col Abu Musa, member 
of the Fatah Revolutionary Council, deputy director of the PLO central oper- 
ations room and member of the Supreme Military Council of the Palestinian 
Revolution; date and place not specified--recorded ] 


[Excerpts] [Abu Musa] [passage omitted] The Palestinian military presence 
in several sister Arab countries is transitional, not permanent. We under- 
stand that the struggle with the Zionist entity, which occupies our land 

and has expelled our people, must be in contact with this enemy and near 

the lines of contact. Because of circumstances known to all--temporary cir- 
cumstances--these forces sooner or later, as soon as possible, will move to 
the real arena of struggle; that is, to every position adjoining our oc- 
cupied land where a foreign entity exists which has occupied our land and 
expelled our people. [sentence as heard] 


As for the condition of the military forces now in Al-Biqa' and Syria, we 

are now [words indistinct] and we are reorganizing all our forces that have 
left Beirut. We will bring back many of the fighers from other Arab countries 
to the real site of the struggle, which is the Lebanese arena. When we left 
Beirut we did not leave Lebanon. Lebanon still has our military forces, our 
organization and our popular masses. The Lebanese National Movement with its 
military forces and its Lebanese national masses is also there. 


We are now making plans for the reorganization. Then we will prepare and 

work continuously to [words indistinct] the situat-on, retake the initiative 
and equip these forces for their true role in confronting this invasion, con- 
firming that the Israeli enemy is a colonialist one and has designs on southern 
Lebanon--both for its water supplies and for other economic reasons. We under- 
stand the mentality of this enemy and have long, broad and deep experience 

with this enemy. This enemy will not leave Lebanon, as some forces hostile 

to the Arab nation hint, saying that Israel will leave any moment. Israel 

has ambitions and therefore it will net leave Lebanon. Thus it is our duty 

to play the leading role in confronting this neocolonialism, this new occu- 
pation of Arab land in southern Lebanon. We stand by the National Movement, 

to defend the rights of the Lebanese people as did the National Movement and 
the Lebanese national masses by the side of the Palestinian revolution.

As for the wer and its chances, it is highly likely that there will be con- 
tinuing wars with this entity. It will remain in perpetual struggle with the 
Arabs [words indistinct]. Thus, the chances of new battles exist and we in 
the Palestinian command, especially in Lebanon, have made many preparations 
for such battles, which will be caused by Israel's continued presence in 
southern Lebanon. We should be prepared for such a role and opportunity. We 
expected the invasion of Lebanon for several reasons, some of which I men- 
tioned at the beginning of this interview. This enemy has ambitions in 
southern Lebanon and it will leave southern Lebanon only when defeated and 
forced to leave by our will, combat and arms, which we keep with us always. 





[Question] Col Abu Musa, after being drowned in bloodbaths and massacres, 
the region is now being drowned in initiatives from many sides. There is 

talk of the chances of peace and the chances of war and the chances of no- 
peace, no-war. Which of these chances do you think more likely? 


[Answer] We understand that the initiatives submitted now in the Middle 
East arena constitute test balloons and the time will come when those in- 
itiatives will be exposed as intrigues rather than initiatives. Our strug- 
gle with Israel is a life and death struggle. In any case it is impossible 
that peace will prevail in the Middle East as long as this entity exists, 
because it is an entity alien to this region and alien in its ideas and ob- 
jectives. From the outset, this entity had objectives outside the boundaries 
within which it was set up on Arab land, the land of Palestine. As long as 
Israel adheres to those objectives--to perpetuate control of the region, to 
perpetuate the division and backwardness of the Arab region--the ambitions 
and aspirations of the Arab peoples will continue to be in opposition to and 
clash head on with this entity. 


Therefore, in the end this entity must be eliminated and neutralized and its 
military forces, which are in the service of U.S. imperialism and American 

and Zionist ambitions in the region, must be eliminated. This is an issue of 
principle of the Fatah Movement, defined and confirmed since it was estab- 
lished, began carrying the rifle and embarked on the armed struggle against 
this entity, keeping in mind that this entity cannot be a peaceful one because 
it is basically built on the [word indistinct] of the Palestinian people and 
occupy its land, Palestine. 


Therefore, in the end the military machine of this entity must be destroyed 
and eliminated becuase it is an illegitimate presence in the Arab region and 
in Palestine. The battles will continue in the region as long as this entity 
keeps its objectives.

[Text] O masses of the occupied land. Three days ago, there was an attack 
on a group of the agent village leagues' members in the township of 'Asirah 
Ash-Shamaliyah near Nabulus. The attack resulted in the killing of one of 
the traitors and wounding some others. This attack is a part of our great 
and continued battle against the Zionist enemy and its symbols which he 
tried to impose on our Palestinian people in order to control the people's 
fate and daily life details. 





By establishing the suspicious village leagues, the enemy tried to find sub- 
stitutes for the PLO in the occupied territories withir the framework of its 
attempts to accomplish all its designs such as the so-called civil adminis- 

tration. This plot, which is in accordance with the enemy's greater design 

of the self-rule, is rejected by our Palestinian people. 


Within this framework, the traitor elements of the village leagues used to 
carry out vicious practices against the Palestinian citizens in the Palestin- 
ian cities, villages and camps. 


The revolution has frequently warned those agents against continuing their 
treason and selling themselves to the Zionist intelligence so they might be- 
come dirty tools in the hands of the Zionist executioners.

YASIR ‘ARAFAT INTERVIEWED ON CURRENT ISSUES

[Text] PLO leader Yasir ‘Arafat warned that Cyprus may become the next 
trouble spot after Beirut. 


Speaking to a group of newsmen from nonaligned countries at a hotel outside 
Tunis he said there was a ‘conspiracy’ directed not only against the Arab 
nation, but the entire area. 


The newsmen represented about 40 agencies from nonaligned countries, includ- 
ing Cyprus, who visited ‘Arafat at the Salwa Hotel, some 20 kilometres out- 
side Tunis, which ‘Arafat has been using as his headquarters since he left 
Beirut last August. 


Pool sources said there is a possibility that the next meeting of the Co- 
ordinating committee will be staged in Cyprus sometime next year. 


‘Arafat told the visiting delegates that the Americans had sent 15,000 marines 
to Lebanon and were trying to get more countries to send troops there in ad-. 
dition to the Italians and the French. 


This, he said, meant that the balance of power in the eastern Mediterranean 
was changing drastically and directly affecting Europe and Africa. 


"We have not to put our eyes next to cyprus, because definitely they are 
preparing something in Cyprus," ‘Arafat said but refused to elaborate. 


What was happening in the area was a "very important and dangerous conspir- 
acy,’ he said. 


"Arafat referred to the siege of Beirut and said the attempt to liquidate the 
PLO had been "completely defeated." 


He said: "It is true we have been obliged to spread our forces to nine 
countries, whereas previously we had them in 5 countries, but the problem is 
one of mere logistics--nothing more, and our struggle continues." 
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"Arafat added: "Let's be honest. What happened in Beirut was due to the 
division within the Arab ranks, but after the second Fes Summit the Arabs 
are now adopting a unified position. 


"The volcano which started in Beirut will never stop erupting until we set 
up our own independent state with Jerusalem as its capital," ‘Arafat said. 


The PLO leader confirmed he plans to visit Cyprus and said: "I am making 
preparations for the trip." He also hopes to attend the nonaligned summit 
in New Delhi next March. 


Asked by a correspondent how he managed to combine his important duties of 
PLO leader and his own private family life, ‘Arafat laughed: "I have no 
family," and, turning to a girl interpreter sitting beside him he tousled 
her hair and said: "Nobody wants to marry me."

[Text] During his stay in Belgrade, after his official talks with Yugoslav 
state and party leadership, Yasir ‘Arafat, president of the PLO Executive 
Committee, responded to a request by Dobrica Pivnicki, VJESNIK Belgrade 
correspondent, and in a special interview for our newspaper presented his 
views on some of the key subjects of the Palestinian struggle and the Middle 
East crisis at this moment. 


As an extremely rewarding interviewee, ready and capable of presenting in a 
concise form the key points of any aspect of the Palestine problem, Yasir 
"Arafat in this interview depicted the unavoidable elements of the present 
situation. 


[Question] Reagan's Middle East initiative as well as the decisions of the 
Arab Summit in Fes bestow a special role on Jordan. What is the Palestinian 
view of the possible forms of cooperation with Jordan? 


[Answer] The relations between the Palestinians and the Jordanians are one 
thing, and Reagan's initiative is quite another. I wish to remind you that 
the Arab summit in Rabat in 1974 adopted several very important decisions. 

In the presence of all the Arab leaders, I expressed there, on behalf of the 
PLO, on behalf of the Palestinian fighters, on behalf of my people and on my 
own behalf, my readiness to implement a special relations with the Jordan. 

I remind you that a very important decision was adopted in Rabat, which 
recognized the PLO as the only legitimate representative of the Palestinian 
people. A committee was set up on that occasion, formed of four countries, 
Egypt, Syria, Jordan and the PLO. For the purpose of cooperation and coordin- 
ating among the four countries, and especially between Jordan and the PLO. 
This was later suspended.... I am telling you this so that I may portray the 
long-term relations between the PLO and Jordan. Now, after the Fes Confer- 
ence, King Husayn made two statements. The first relates to a federation 
between the Palestinians and the Jordanians. Later on he changed it, announc- 
ing a possible confederation between the Palestinians and the Jordanians. 
During my latest visit to Jordan, this possibility was discussed in great 
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detail in my talks with his majesty. They were constructive and successful 
talks and we agreed to continue these talks. They will be continued throu, h 
committees as well as through direct talks between his majesty and mysel!. 
Speaking about the Palestine views on cooperation with Jordan I must stress 
that we are prepared to enter any federation on the principles of equality, 
whether that involves the Jordanian Government or any other Arab country. 

But as regards the Reagan plan, that is something quite different. There are 
positive elements in this plan and I have said that several times. For the 
first time Reagan spoke about Gaza and the West Bank as occupied territories. 
Also for the first time, he spoke against coercive resettlement. Israel con- 
tinues with this resettlement but it is a fact that America no longer looks 
benignly on this kind of Israeli activity. But on the other hand, Reagan 
consciously neglected the rights of the Palestinian to self-determination. 
The right to form one's own state and the right to self-determination are 
international rights. Nobody can forbid any nation its inalienable right to 
self-determination. According to the UN Charter, this is one of the most im- 
portant rights of all human beings. 





[Question] At the moment of heroic resistance to one of the strongest armies 
of the world, the Palestinians were alone. 


[Answer] No; if you refer to the Israeli army, it is not one of the strongest 
armies in the world. We in fact fought against the United States. This is 
very important to know. 


[Question] What is being done in opposing the newly arisen "Israeli era" 
in the Middle East? 


[Answer] Begin conceived the creation of an "Israeli era" in the Middle East. 
But these dreams were stopped at the gates of Beirut. What happened in Beirut 
is of historic significance. They wanted to finish the whole affair in a few 
hours or a few days. But, for your information, precisely this operation was 
American. The United States paid all the costs of the mercenaries in the 
Israeli army. I am challenging them now, I am challenging Sharon...to present 
a true and clear picture of the losses in the battle for Beirut and Lebanon. 

I must also say that many military theories will suffer changes after the 
battle for Beirut. This means that the entire conspiracy has not been finished. 
On the contrary, it continues and we are expecting the next blows in Al-Biqa' 
Valley, in the north of Lebanon. Around Tripoli.... They--the Israelis and 
the Americans--are preparing these new blows, and so are their agents in that 
region. I emphasize that we are ready to face this new challenge as we have 
always done so far. They are moving into the second round of the battle. 

We accept the challenge. 


[Question] After the massacre of the innocent population in Beirut it seems 
that changes are possible in the Israeli political scence. How do you view 
the further development of Israeli internal policy? 


[Answer] You see, we are attentively following everything that is happening 
in Israel and I must say that we are very grateful to all those personages 
within Israel, both military and civilian, who reject these crimes, who reject 
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the shameful genocide and the massacres of the innocent Palestinian and 

Lebanese people. I convey to such people the expressions of my respect, 
and not only of mine but also that of all our fellow fighters and of our 
people. 


It is certain that it is a matter of big changes. There is the case of 
demonstrations in which 400,000 people, representatives of democratic 
forces in Israel, took part.... This is a very important signal which we 
must bear in mind. 


[Question] Protests and demonstrations by the people in the occupied ter- 
ritories have been going on for 3 days. Can you indicate the further 
prospects of the Palestinian people's struggle? 


[Answer] This is a Palestinian phenomenon. The aim aim of the conspiracy, 
in addition to Beirut and Lebanon, was to break and to annihilate the PLO, 
its military strength, the destruction of Palestinian refugee camps.... 

But other aims exist along with such ones. According to their plan they 
assessed that immediately after the siege of Beirut and the battle for 
Lebanon, our people will partially disappear and partially show their obedi- 
ence: in brief, lose their identity. They thought that we will have to 
follow this scenario. But what is happening now? The heroic resistance 
of our people against the occupation manifests the strength of our unity 
and the determination of our people to oppose the imposition of alien will. 
This is very, very important.... 


[Question] How do you assess the activities of the nonaligned countries' 
movement in seeking a peaceful, just and complete solution for the Middle 
East crisis? 


[Answer] This is one of the most important points we have discussed here 
with our Yugoslav friends. It was the basic point on our agenda. We talked 
about it in detail, considering the forthcoming summit in New Delhi. I do 
not wish to talk about this in more detail at the present moment, but...for 
your information, our close friends here in Yugoslavia are very interested 
and I am sure that they will help us in every sense, sparing no effort. Such 
a clear and determined stand of a friendly country, friendly people and 
friendly leadership in Yugoslavia has a very important and responsible role 
in the solving of this burning issue of the modern world. 


[Question] Since the Camp David Agreement, Egypt has been in a peculiar 
isolation. But Egypt is the largest Arab country. Can one talk about a 
return of Egypt to the Arab ranks? 


[Answer] This is one of the most important questions. It is one of the most 
important questions both in the Arab world and in the entire region. Why? 
Because nobody can neglect Egypt and the Egyptian people. During the seige of 
Beirut I was in daily contact with the Egyptian leadership and I cannot forget 
this strong support. Here I mean the strong support of the Egyptian people for 
the Palestinian fighters and the Palestinian people during the siege of Beirut 
and during the entire war. The return of Egypt to the Arab world is a very 
important question. It was much discussed during the latest summit in Fes and 
it is still being discussed.

[Text] Bahrain--Informed Palestinian sources have stated that the Iraqi 
Government has decided to give PLO Executive Committee Chairman Yasir ‘Arafat 
a private plane plus crew as a gift for him to use in his movements. The 
sources added that this decision was conveyed to ‘Arafat by Iraqi President 
Saddam Husayn personally during ‘Arafat's recent visit to Iraq. 


A responsible PLO source has revealed that, during that same meeting, the 
Palestinian leader asked Iraq to give the Palestinian revolution a radio 
station with which to address the masses in the occupied territory, to re- 
place the radio station [Mahattat Idha'ah] which used to transmit from southern 
Lebanon. 


The sources said that the Iraqi president granted ‘Arafat's request and issued 
instructions to the responsible authorities to place an entire radio station 
at the disposal of the PLO. 


Nabil al-'Umar, member of Fatah's revolutionary council and head of the radio 
stations [as published], has told AR-RIYAD that the station is being prepared 
for transmission to begin at the beginning of the new year, marking the anni- 
versary of the Palestinian revolution. 


He added that the Palestinian transmitters will be installed in the area of 
Ar-Rutbah, in Iraq, which is close to the Jordanian border, which means that 
the Voice of the Palestinian Revolution from Baghdad will be clearly heard in 
occupied Palestine, Jordan, Syria and Lebanon. 


The Palestinian official also said that the Iraqi forces would provide the 
necessary protection for the transmitters against Israeli air raids which 
might be launched to silence the Palestinian voice. 


He emphasized that the PLO leadership will centrally supervise the policy of 
the new station, which will broacast in three languages--Arabic, English and 
Hebrew--initially for 6 hours daily. It will be the main station of the 
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Palestinian revolution, which also broadcasts from Algiers, Sana and 
Aden. 


The Voice of Palestine has temporarily begun transmitting for 1 hour a day 
on one of the Iraqi Voice of the Masses frequencies. 


In the past the PLO had a radio station in the Syrian area of Dar'a near 

the Jordanian border, but the Syrian authorities demolished the building 

during the Syrian-Palestinian conflict when Syrian forces entered Lebanon 
in 1976. The Syrian authorities refused to allow the PLO to rebuild this 
station after the PLO's withdrawal from Beirut. 


A responsible Iraqi source has told AR-RIYAD that the Iraqi authorities would 
not interfere at all in the policies of the Palestinian radio station. He 
added that the PLO would be completely free to draw up and execute the in- 
formational policies it deems fit for the new station.

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TRANSPORTATION MINISTER REPORTS IMPROVEMENTS

{Talk by Sher Jan Mazduryar, minister of transportation, on work and activ- 
ities of the Transportation Ministry--live or recorded] 


[Excerpts] Dear and esteemed compatriots, greetings to you. I hope, as 
your servant, to be able to give some information about the transport (?situ- 
ation) in the country. [passage omitted condemning past regimes and describ- 
ing the victory of the April revolution] 


Since its formation the Ministry of Transportation has taken certain measures 
to ensure better management and further development of road and air trans- 
portation and especially to create a state transportation system, as a result 
of which after the (?second) development stage of the April revolution state 
road transportation came into being. 


The state road enterprise was first formed with 73 trucks and tankers, and 
later some 300 tatra vehicles were purchased for it. This enterprise has 
delivered and will deliver essential goods to our dear compatriots and to 
various parts of the country on easy terms. In the first 5 months of this 
year, 1361 [end 20 March 1983], this enterprise has delivered some 30,000 

tons of goods, that is an 11 percent increase compared to the same period 

last year. Similarly, in the year 1360 a second goods delivering enterprise 
was formed and played a practical role in delivering goods. In the first 6 
months of this year, this enterprise, which uses kamaz vehicles, has delivered 
20 percent more goods than envisaged in its plan. 


The Millie Bus Enterprise, as a city transportation enterprise, is in the 
service of Kabul citizens. Before the April revolution this enterprise had 
only 375 buses. But our government, whose wish is to serve the people, have 
purchased 350 buses from Bulgaria and 150 buses from our friend and neighbor- 
ing country the Soviet Union. These buses are now in operation. Despite some 
technical difficulties, Millie Pus has provided a significant service to Kabul 
citizens. Another good example of the Millie Bus activity is the extension 

of routes for the new electrical buses, which start from the Pamir Movie 
Theater and run up to Bagrami Textile Mill. All the works on this project 
were completed by Afghan engineers and workers, which brought a profit of 

25 million Afganis to the government budget. A total of 24 electrical buses 
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will operate chis route from next week, which will bring more facilities to 
dear citizens. [Passage omitted describing the activities of some departments 
of the ministry! 


Alongside road transportation we have air transportation which consists of 
Bakhtar Afghan Airlines and Ariana Afghan Airlines. These have seven and three 
aircraft respectively and operate domestic and external routes. These air- 
lines have performed great services in transporting passengers and goods. 

For example, Baghtar Afghan Airlines last year, despite the severe shortages 
of pilots and technical personnel, moves 87,000 passengers and 483 tons of 
goods to various provinces of the country. This is unprecedented in our 
aviation and [words indistinct] history. It is worth mentioning that before 
the revolution Bakhtar Afghan Airlines only had flights to a few provinces, 
but now it flies to 24 provinces, and performs a significant service in moving 
passengers and goods. 


Similarly Arian Afghan Airlines, which was 1 DC-10 and 2 Boeing-727 aircraft, 
delibered 44,537 passengers and 3,449 tons of goods in the first 6 months of 
this year. This company had a net profit of more than 7 million Afghanis 
(?last year). 


It is worth mentioning that the Friendship Bridge, which has been built over 
the Amur River and which is another example of the best in Afghan-Soviet 
friendship, has created enormous facilities for the transportation of im- 
ported and exported goods. 


Dear compatriots, since transportation is a basic factor of society's economic 
situation, the present state of transport cannot eliminate all the needs of 
our society. Therefore, the Ministry of Transport for the further develop- 
ment and growth of land and air transportation the Ministry of Transportation 
has drafted some development plans, of which the biggest project is the con- 
struction of three buildings, with a total cost of 800 million Afghanis, for 
Kamaz vehicles in the Kwaja Rawash area of Kabul City. Work on one of these 
buildings has now been completed and by the year 1362 [ending 20 March 1984] 
all three buildings will be ready for operation. 


Formerly there were no vehicle maintenance and technical research centers in 
the country, so we began the construction of technical services stations 
which are equipped with [words indistinct] in Kabul, Pol-e Khomri, Jazar-e 
Sharif and Hayratan. Of these the Hayratan Port Station will be ready by the 
end of this year. The total cost of these projects, which are progressing 
very fast, totals 583 million Afghanis, and will be ready by the end of 1361. 
Similarly, we will build [words indistinct] in Torghondi border town. Con- 
struction of vehicle maintenance stations has been planned for Junduz, Herat 
and Kandahar Provinces. I should add that the construction of a transporta- 
tion enterprise with a capacity of (?100) vehicles has been completed in 
Herat Province. This is a great step toward the development of transporta- 
tion in the western provinces of the country. 


In air transportation our biggest project, costing 3,664 million Afghanis, 
is the extension of Kabul International Airport runway by 700 meters, the 
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extension of the existing terminal and the construction of a new terminal 
ror internal flights. Work on this project has started by the department of 
ve d (?fields) and will be completed in 3 years' time. According to 
plan, the construction of new airports will begin in the future. I should 
say that expenditure on the above projects, which are of great importance in 
the development of transportation, will be met by the government development 
budget and [word indistinct] by long-term aid from the friendly neighboring 
Soviet Union. 


I should also add that the Soviet Union has given us grant-in-aid technical 
systems and equipment worth (710 million Afghanis) to the department 

of weather forecasting. For the development of the above department, a 
technical services building costing 10 million Afghanis from the government's 
development budget, has been completed. 


The Soviet Union has not only cooperated with us in preparing the designs 

of technical institution buildings and sending experts, but, as our com- 
patriots know, they have given us 1,500 kamaz vehicles as grant-in-aid. 

This is an example of the historical internationalist aid of the Soviet Union 
in the development of state transportation. About 600 of these vehicles 

have reached Afghanistan and the remaining vehicles will arrive by the end of 
1362. The growth of state transportation vehicles shows an increase of 800 
percent has also trained about 700 drivers for these vehicles. [passage

Dear compatriots, the action program of the PDPA National Conference which 
pays attention to the development of transport, has increased our respon- 
sibilities. According to that program the future construction of railroads 
is also considered.

THE recent il]-advised ban on publication, transac _ 
tion, and possession of Islamic literature inclusive 
of even the greatest classics, by the government of 
Kuwait is as astonishing as it is deplorable. Deplo- 
rable, because it comes at a time when Moslems 
all around the world stand in greater need than 
ever before of intimate knowledge of this revolu- 
tionary religion, so maliciously maligned by the 
Western media and ‘‘scholarship.’’ Deplorable, bec- 
ause this ban includes books against Israel together 
with ‘Ista#fmec classics, and has not been imposed by 
a Zionist state or by an imperialist regime but by 
rulers who claim to be the trustees of the destinies 
of their Moslem people. 

Astonishing, because the rulers of Kuwait seem 
to be either ignorant of the history of enemies of 
Islam or incapable of taking any lesson from their 
fate. If Mohammad Reza Pahlavi had succeeded ia 
Iran through such measures, they too shall indeed 
succeed. 

Together with books against Israel, the authors 
whose books have Leen banned occupy a wide 
range: Amirul Mo’mineen Ali’s Nahjul Balagha, 
Imam Ali ibn Hussein's book of prayers, Saheefeh 
Kamila, such masterpieces of Qur’anic TAFSEER 
(interpretation) as Al-Mizan and Majma ul-Bayan 
to such authors as Martyr Murteza Mutahhari and 
Dr. Ali Shariati, as well as works by Lebanese scho 
lars as Sharafuddin, Mohammad Mahdi Shamsud- 
din, Pakistan’s Abul Ala Maududi ahd Ayatollah 
Bagir Sadr, who was martyred by Saddam Hussain 
more than two years ago. 

Apparently, the ban reflects Kuwait govern- 
ment’s fear of Islam either revealing the nature of 
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its rulers or their evil advisors. If the rulers of 
Kuwait are in truth Moslems and committed to 
their religion and their Moslem masses, they have 
no reason to fear Ali ibn Abi Talib, or scholars 
such as Murteza Mutahhari or Abul Ala Maududi;

this world and in the next. These works are 
precious guidance for Moslems to reform their lives 
and selves and defend Islam against its sworn enem- 
ies.

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TEHRAN CARRIES MAJLIS SESSION ON DRAFT BUDGET 


GF150932 [Editorial report] Tehran Domestic Service in Persian at 0458 GMT 
on 15 November begins carrying live the Majlis session. The speaker of the 
Majlis calls on the chairman of the budget committee to report on the com- 
mittee's findings on the new draft budget. The speaker then says that dis- 
cussion on the budget will be limited to 4 hours today. 


Before the budget discussion begins, the speaker asks the deputies to observe 
1 minute of silence in memory of the late Atayatollah Tabatab'i who died on 
this date. 


The unnamed budget committee chairman says that the draft budget was sent to 
the budget committee according to the Majlis resolution of 3 November and that 
it has been revised to include amendments proposed by Majlis deputies. He 
says that the draft budget has been discussed at 18 committee sessions for 
more than 65 hours. 


He continues by saying that the draft budget incorporates proposals and sug- 
gestions regarding increases in development allocations and the ways and means 
to overcome the difficulties the government has been facing during the past 

7 or 8 months. 


He says: "The increase in expenditures during the first 7 months of 1361 
[1982-83] as compared to the corresponding period of 1360 (1981-82] is 192 
billion rials. For the same 7-month period, revenues have increased due to 
the 106 billion rials earned in oil revenues which reflect the good work of 
the petroleum ministry and stability in the international oil markets." He 
adds that the total increase in revenues in the present budget is 164 billion 
rials. This together with dividends earned during the previous year totals 

an increase of 204 billion rials in revenues as compared to an increase of 192 
billion rials in expenditures. He concludes by saying that the economy is 
moving forward. 


The 15 November Majlis session ends at 0853 GMT, but the speaker of the majlis 
says that discussion of the draft budget will be continued at the next session. 
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IRAN BANK OFFICIAL ON INFLATION, CURRENCY POLICIES

[Excerpts] Referring to how the figures for inflation is obtained, Dr 
Nurbakhsh said: Usually, in order to obtain a figure for the inflation rate, 
the average increase in price of a number of essential goods which affect 

the family budget are taken. In Iran, in order to find this figure, we have 
taken the wholesale price increase of 620 goods and given them a factor on 
the basis of improtance in the family budget. For example, housing, due to 
its importance, may be listed second in calculations for inflation rates, 
compared with food, which is first. Therefore, the inflation rate involves 
many factors. We also take into consideration the retail prices for 317 
other items used by an average family. Our sampling involves 12 large and 

62 small cities. All this is because if we were to use just the increase 

in value of one item--let us say the price of cigarettes, which has in- 
creased from 8 tumans to 40 tumans--then our inflation figure would not re- 
flect the true inflation rate. A figure for inflation should represent the 
increase in price of all goods based on their importunce in the family budget. 
For instance, if the price of salt increases a hundred percent, it does not 
have a great deal of importance in the family budget since it is about the 
hundredth item on the list and thus will not affect the inflation rate as much 
as say an increase in the price of bread would. For example, all of a sudden 
we hear that the price of refrigerators has increased. This does not mean 
that the inflation rate has increased. What would be dangerous for us is 

if the rate of inflation were to increase rapidly for a number of goods. 

That is the time for us to feel worried and become sensitive. [passage 
omitted] 


Last year the inflation rate in the country was 23 percent. According to 
prerevolution figures the inflation for 1977 was 30 percent. So, an infla- 
tion rate of 15.6 percent for 1982 indicates success from our point of view. 
[passage omitted] 


During the period 1975-1979 the oil income was always more than $22 billion. 
In 1975 it was $22 billion, in 1976 $24 billion, in 1977 $26 billion, in 1978 
$23 billion and in 1979 $23 billion. However, our oil income in 1980 and 1981, 























and especially since the formation of martyr Raja'i'’s government, was 

halved and only reached $13 billion. At the same time, our foreign cur- 
rency deposits were blocked and we had no free source to supply our needs. 
Due to this, the government was forced to impiement a policy of freezing im- 
ports and giving priority to the purchase of arms and ammunition. To achieve 
this, a severe restriction on imports went into effect from October 1981-- 
exactly one year after the war began--to the extent that all credit for 
imports was halted for a short period. This restriction was of course in 
effect since 1980, but reached its peak in 1981. Had such a policy not 

been implemented, the entire foreign currency reserves of the country would 
have been depleted due to pressure by foreign powers. In 1981 the govern- 
ment gave priority to the import of arms and ammunition. Had this not been 
done, there would no longer be any need for food for the nation. After this, 
basic goods such as wheat, rice, medicine and strategic goods in general 
were given priority. In the third phase, supply of raw materials to indus- 
try and then consumer goods are envisioned. [passage omitted] 


In general there was a 32 percent reduction in imports by the private sector 
in 1981 compared to 1980. Therefore, considering the conditions and the fact 
that we were at war, and due to economic issues, we were forced to implement 
such limitations in order to avert the dangers which were threatening the 
independence of our entire society. Referring to the successes, Dr Murbakhsh 
said: With the implementation of such policies we were able to stop a re- 
duction in our currency reserves and at present this reserve is on an increas- 
ing curve. We have been able to replace the amount of foreign currency re- 
serves we lost. Our reserves are currently at a desirable level to the extent 
that we can now predict that w2 can pay the cost of the war. When we talk 
about the cost of the war, we mean the entire cost of the arms, raw products 
and essential goods used by the society. [passage omitted] 


Dr Nurbakhsh then talked about the causes of inflation and its effects on 

the social psyche and said: Inflation is the result of many conditions. One 
of them is the social psyche. If this is disturbed and its equilibrium is 
upset, then excessive purchasing becomes a condition, and if the society is 
given calmness, it returns to its equilibrium. In the second half of 1982 

we have had better possibilities for more imports since we are no longer 
worried about the level of foreign currency reserves. As I said, our re- 
serves are at a desirable level and we have to restore the social psyche to 
its normal conditions. At present there are over 50 ships waiting to unload 
goods at our ports and it is up to the people to cooperate with the author- 
ities and end useless consumerism. This will be impossible to achieve with- 
out popular help. The sacrificing and martyr-nurturing people of Iran should 
be certain that the government intends to increase the supply of essential 
goods and thus end the black market and shortage of goods.

[Text] Tehran, 8 Nov (IRNA)--Central Bank governor, Mohsen Nurbekhsh, told 
domestic and foreign reporters this morning that the Islamic Republic saw no 
reason to ask for loans from international monetary organisations. He said 
that Iran's foreign reserves was not only in a better condition compared to 
the beginning of the imposed war, but it could also tolerate the country's 
expenses for the continuation of the war. 





Nurbakhsh said that after the culmination of the Islamic revolution Islamic 
Republic faced many economic problems, [words indistinct] a slump [words in- 
distinct] as a result of the revolution and a blockade by the U.S. after the 
revolutionary occupation of the former U.S. spy den in Tehran. 


He added that with such limitations and problems, the country's budget 
which was based on some 23 to 24 billion dollars of foreign reserves had 
to be rearranged in order to be able to carry the load of expenses. 


He said that the increased production of oil by regional oil exporters, 
especially Saudi Arabia, resulted in the decrease in oil prices and also 
affected Iran's foreign reserve needs. 


In this condition, Nurbakhsh said that the government succeeded in regulating 
imports in order to balance them with actual [word indistinct]. 


The Central Bank governor said that Iran's foreign debts were about 15 billion 
dollars prior to the Islamic revolution, and they were only two billion at 
present. 


Concerning relations with the U.S., he said that the possibility of estab- 
lishing economic relations with the U.S. was improbable and said that similar 
relations with Canada depended on the latter's positions towards the Islamic 


Republic. 


Questioned about Iran's relations with Italy, he said that the Islamic Repub- 
lic based its economic relations with other countries on their respect towards 
the Islamic Republic, and Italy was among the countries which currently had 

a great deal of economic relations with Iran.

can be counted on the fingers of one hand 
and who work in silence and devotion in a 
truly revolutionary way — that the people of 
this country will not stand for any lessening 
of our revolutionary standards. 

This latter group have accomplished much 
in a short period and are busy trying to 
repair the economy and improve indus- 
trialisation projects, where it is necessary to 
purge corruption through bureaucrats 
ensconsed there. These brokers, these mer- 
chants and ex-merchants have been appoin- 
ted to positions in the people’s markets as a 
result of nepotism, or have been placed 
there by the enemies of the Revolution with 
the specific task of ruining our economy. 


Then there are those who import clothing 
from the West, clothing which leaves a lot to 
be desired, and those who control our daily 
bread who have managed to infiltrate the 
people’s markets evén after our popular 
masses marched ontheir exploitative shops. 

It is against this criminal group of petty- 
bourgeois exploiters that our revolutionary 
committees have to march, for it is they who 
are daily demeaning, even destroying the 
great achievements of the Revolution. They 
hope that by creating an economic situation 
of chaos and confusion, they will alienate 
the masses from the Revolution and get them 
to help re-introduce a society of explei- 
tation, or profit and monopoly capitalism. 


In this newspaper we have more than once 
tried to deal with those who try to lay siege to 
the Revolution and have asked them to 
change their ways. Our state of the masses is 
not a traditional state — it does not depend 
on some reformist regime making vague and 
shifty programmes meant to stave off the 
worst excesses of the exploiters. We live ina 
revolutionary state and the enemies of the 
Revolution must not forget this. 


Our trade bureaux abroad are one of the 
pillars of our socialist experiment. Their 
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task is to choose the best foodstuffs, clothing 
and machinery for the people's markets, at 
the smaliest possible cost to the people's 
treasury. What has unhappily happened is 
that these offices have become private ser- 
vice offices for officials who are thus sup- 
plied with expensive foreign goods at the 
expense of the people. The senior officials 
responsible for the trade bureaux have been 
given the titles of presidents — titles which, 
like that of king, prince or master, have been 
rejected by the Arab Libyan people. 
Instead of dispatching keen young 
revolutionaries who wantto make the social- 
ist experiment a success, nepotism, family 
connections and mediation have taken over, 
so that various friends and relatives are 
given these posts to pay back favours by 
offering possibilities of easy enrichment. 
These officials were then given all sorts of 
facilities and amenities without con- 
sideration for their true personal capacities. 


Thus the decisions and recommendations 
of the Libyan people have been superceded 
by general secretaries who obey the wishes of 
some bourgeois families rather than faithfully 
execute the decisions of the people’s con- 
gresses. Right now, due to bad decisions by 
incompetent officials, mountains of impor- 
ted goods are dumped along the seashore 
where they rust and decay. Responsible for 
such waste — which amounts to stealing the 
people’s resources — are those appointed by 
the people to manage the general economy 
and the light industrial sectors — and whose 
Prabhas at beliefs in democracy, free- 
dom aad’social justice do not go beyond the 
doors of the television studio or the halls of 
the general people’s congresses. 

The role of trade officials and of the 
accountancy secretariat which has proved 
unable to stop the pilfering, needs assessing. 
It is up to the true revolutionary forces, the 
honest people within the secretariats, the 
banks and eisewhere to make the finance 
department accountable for its par- 
ticipation in the corruption of the economy, 
either by passively closing their eyes or by 
participating actively. We, for our part, will 
never cease to expose such wrong-doings 
“nd agitate among the masses until we have

One of the main projects is 
the Suk Al Khamis General 
Company for Cement and 
Building Materials, estab- 
lished with LDSO million ca- 
pital. 

The aim of the company is 
to manufacture building ma- 
terials from local raw ma- 
terials, such as lime, which 
can be tound in abundance 
in the Suk Al Khamis area. 

Cement production is one 
of the barometres of indus- 
trial progress in a country. 
This is because cement is one 
of the essential materials in 
the building of roads, 
bridges; breakwaters, dam,

@ The Jamahiriya, a country 
now making huge strides in 
the field of construction, 
signed a contract with two 
big German companies to 
establish the Suk Al Khamis 
Cement Factory at a cost of 
LD 32,245,200 to reach an 
annual production rate of 
one million tons of cement. 
The factory is one of the 


largest and most technologi- 
cally advanced establish- 


ments. 
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The factory produces the 
Portland type of cement, 
made of a mixture of burnt 
lime, argil and gypsum. All 
raw materials come from the 
Jamahiriya. 

It has two channels of pro- 
duction, and each produce 
around 3,000 tons of cement 


daily. After the raw material 
is made fine by huge grinders 
(which have a capacity of 450 
tons per hour), it is then 
taken by means of carrier 
belts to the mixers, where it 
is mixed according to set pro- 
portions. 

The mixture then goes 
through rotating kilns, in 
which various reactions 
Occur according to different 
temperatures, and the final 
result is Portland-type 
cement. 

Besides the huge machin- 
ery, the actual buildings 
Occupy several square miles 
to the south of Tripoli. The 
factory has also a fleet of 
trucks, bulldozers, tractors 
and other means of transpor- 
tation. There is also an 
automatic control centre, 
laboratories for chemical 
analysis, mechanical and 
electrical workshops and an 
important maintenance de- 
partment.

RIYADH RADIO VIEWS PRE-BREZHNEV, BREZHNEV POLICIES

[Text] With Brezhnev's death a chapter in Soviet history ends, just like 
other chapters in Soviet political life have ended and have been shelved in 
the cupboards of history--with nothing left of them other than their nega- 
tive or positive effects on the progress of mankind. Researchers refer to 
these chapters to debate such effects. 


Just as researchers have examined Stalin's era and exposed his dictatorial 
and arbitrary practices, and just as they have examined Khrushchev's era and 
illustrated Khrushchev's abrupt and unpredictable stands and their effect on 
world peace, analysts will study the Brezhnev era. It is a relatively long 
period, 18 years, crowded with events that have directly influenced the 
international situation. 


Brezhnev--who held and controlled all powers in a big country like the Soviet 
Union, which together with the United States is called a superpower--is dif- 
ferent from his predecessors. World War II enabled Stalin to dominate Soviet 
government and emerge as a military leader who, through his alliance with 

the United States, Britain and France, achieved military successes that en- 
abled the Soviet Union tn exercise its hegemony and political and economic in- 
fluence over half of Europe, thus giving communist ideology an important 
strategic depth. These achievements enabled Stalin to get rid of many of 

his political opponents whom he banished to Siberia. As for Nikita 
Khrushchev, he exploited the cold war and appointed himself a dictator who 
subjected all Soviet citizens and all other communist countries to his whims 
and fancies. The communist countries were inconsistent in their international 
stands as a result of the surprises which Khrushchev pulled out in his rela- 
tions with other countries. A world catastrophe almost happened when one such 
stand resulted in a serious confrontation with the United States during 
Kennedy's administration when Khrushchev established bases for nuclear mis- 
siles in Cuba. The United States threatened to strike at these bases unless 
the Soviet Union removed them from the island that lies adjacent to the U.S. 
mainland. The whole world then stood in fear of a nuclear confrontation 


between the two giants. 














Just as the ». viet missile bases in Cuba went, Khrushchev too left the poli- 
tical scene to be succeeded by Brezhnev as prime minister [as heard] in 1964. 
Brezhnev later added the presidency to his powers after the death of Nikolay 
Podgornyy in 1977. 


Brezhnev, who began his era by calling for and striving toward the achieve- 
ment of detente by seeking to open negotiations with the United States-- 
negotiations that resulted in some international agreements--is the very 
same man who in his last years has blown up all the pillars of detente and 
caused many international crises such as the overt interference in Poland's 
internal affairs. Poland is still suffering from the consequences of that 
interference. 


The incursion of Soviet forces into and occupation of Afghanistan is one of 
the biggest Soviet follies committed during Brezhnev's administration. 
Brezhnev is gone but this crime is still there and continues to remind us 
of his misdeeds.

FRENCH EXPECTED TO CUT SAUDI OIL IMPORTS 
Paris AN-NAHAR ARAB REPORT & MEMO in English No 37, 1 Nov 82 p 17 


[Text] France is expected to reduce the quantity of oil it imports from Saudi 
Arabia when a new three-year contract is negotiated, according to sources 
close to the French Ministry for External Trade. The sources say it is be- 
lieved there is a general agreement between the ministry and France's two 
state-controlled oil companies which share the oil that liftings should be 
halved, from 12 million tonnes a year to 6 million tonnes. The current con- 
tract expires on December 31 of this year. 


On an official level, the French are extremely reticent about renegotiation 
of the contract because they are anxious to maintain and increase trade with 
Saudi Arabia. According to the sources, officials of the Ministry for Ex- 
ternal Trade are studying the possibility of sending a trade mission to Saudi 
Arabia to explain France's position and to try to convince the Saudis to 
boost their imports from France. Because France puts a high value on its 
relations with the Kingdom, tight secrecy is being imposed to avoid angering 
or displeasing the Saudis. 


France has been hit by reduced demand for oil, the need to reduce a yawning 
external trade gap and the high value of the US dollar and its effect on 
France's oil bill. The soft oil market is another factor, the sources say. 
Similar action is being taken with regard to imports of Soviet oil products, 
according to petroleum industry sources quoted by REUTERS last week. The 
news agency said imports from the Soviet Union had been suspended for an 
unspecified period but it also quoted a spokeswoman at the Ministry for Ex- 
ternal Trade as saying that no embargo had been imposed but that France was 
seeking ways to reduce its trading deficit with the Soviet Union. 


The contract with Saudi Arabia is being handled by the ministry, acting to- 

gether with the two oil companies, Elf-Aquitaine and Total. The Minister for ? 
External Trade is Michel Jobert, who negotiated the original contract in 

1974 when he was Foreign Minister. This contract called for imports of 9 

million tonnes of Saudi crude a year, to be divided equally by the two com- 

panies. The quantity of oil was increased to 12 million tonnes in 1976 and 

a renewable three-year agreement was reached in 1977 for this amount of oil 

at official Saudi Arabian prices. 











According to c'1e sources, France will also be seeking greater flexibility in 
the frequency of its liftings under the terms of the new contract. Another 
concession being sought by France concerns the end use of the oil, which the 
present contract stipulates is restricted to France's domestic market. 


The sources say it is still too early to speculate on the likely response 
from Saudi Arabia to the French proposals. The only thing that is clear, the 
sources say, is that the French government has decided that Elf and Total 
must cut their imports of oil from Saudi Arabia for purely economic reasons.

NATURAL GAS PRODUCTION BOOST EXPECTED--Saudi Arabia hopes to reap an annual 
revenue of $11.64 billion at today's prices by increasing utilisation of its 
natural gas output to 95 per cent by 1987. Abdulhady Hassan Taher, head of 
the Saudi General Petroleum and Mineral Organisation (Petromin), was quoted 
in Kuwait as saying that at present only 42 per cent of gas production is 
being used, either for fertilisers or for export in the form of liquefied 
gas. According to Mr Taher, higher oil prices have stimulated the develop- 
ment of the gas industry. Saudi Arabia, he said, was determined to benefit 
to the full from its gas resources, as was shown by the $12 billion gas 
project now under construction at Yanbu. He added that Petromin's sales of 
liquefied gas were worth $2.65 billion in 1981.
